The Recycling Center operated by Sierra Madre 
Environmental Action Council, with the cooperation 
of the city, concluded a successful year with 19 
“turns” yielding 175.5 tons of newspaper, 5000 
pounds of aluminum, and 136 bins of glass (approx¬ 
imately 40 tons). Nineteen civic and youth groups 
participated in the $8726 income generated by the 
center. The last five groups loaded over nine tons of 
newspaper in less than three weeks (a turn) which in¬ 
dicates we are still growing and in 1988 can take on 
two or more new groups. 

The Recycling Center is classified as “consumer” 
(nonpofit, unmanned, drop-off center) under the 
State Certification of Recycling Centers established 
by the Recycling Anti-litter Bill which went into 
effect Oct. I. If you take your aluminum cans and 


Sierra Madre is faced with the problem ol reducing 
its trash pick-up. Scholl Canyon, the repository lor 
our trash, is filling up. We need to cut down on the 
volume of our trash. Recycling is one of the ways. If 
everyone in Sierra Madre would take their news¬ 
paper, glass, and aluminum to our Recycling Center, 
we could be part of the solution — not the problem.

A. Davidson is and 
produces one-of-kind 

Anneiuaric Davidson is a familiar name nol 
only in Sierra Madrc but in the an world around 

(he United States. And she is the only metal enama- ^ ^ 

list left in the United States. " 

About 30 years ago Davidson started making 
little copper and jewel enamel plates. “1 started 
in 1957 when my fourth child was out of diapers,” 
she grins. She has been producing these unique, 
metal - enamel plates ever since. 

“I’m a good craftsman but I don’t do the > 
designs. I have an artist who does that,” she says, i 
Every line is hand drawn. Each color is placed i 
singly. Average time it takes to do one piece is 
about a helf hour from conception. 

She buys copper in 2000-lb. lots. A trans¬ 
parent gla/.e is placed on the top of the de¬ 
sign and it is fired. The the background is 
fired, the outline of the design and any other 
part of the design is fired. Each piece is fired 
singly for a minute to \'A minutes in the kiln 
at 1500 degrees. The glass is simply fused to the 
metal, she explains. 

Ingredients are expensive and her electric bill 
is about $275 per month because of the firing in 
the kiln. 

Different parts of the United States “go” for 
different styles, she says, and fads run about two 
years. She features Indians for Arizona, the pop¬ 
py for California. Sea animals are popular in 
Florida and she has done two While House plates 
and one bicentennial plate.

The center is 
part of 100,000 Marine 
Corps call-up authority, 
consequently, different 
from most other centers. 
Its two batteries train 
with improved Hawk 
missiles or the stinger 
system. It trains as far 
away as Alaska. 

Major Adkins’ wife, 


Barbara, is vice principal 
of St. Dorothy’s Elemen¬ 
tary School in Glendora. 
She and Tom met while 
he was on duty in Ber¬ 
muda and she was teach¬ 
ing there for the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense. 

Major Adkins has 
become a Pasadena 
fan while on duty here. 
‘‘The people of Pasadena 
do their own thing and 
that’s what makes 
Pasadena great. Pasa¬ 
dena has its own nation¬ 
al image throughout the 
U.S. and possibly the 
world, considering the 
parade of the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses.” 

Tom and his wife, 
Barbara, will really miss 
Pasadena when they move 
on in the Marine Corps i 
this summer.

House in Sierra Madre is among the historic structures 
in town to take advantage of the tax credits. 

Sierra Madre failed to be chosen as one of the 
five California cities to recieve almost endless 
assistance through the Main Street Program. How¬ 
ever, city councilmen voted to enter the “self-initiated” 
program in which Sierra Madre will still receive 
state direction for a three-year period. As was stated 
earlier, this does not include actual financial help; 
however, state representatives are available to pro¬ 
vide direction. 

Because Sierra Madre has become a self-initiated 
city, it will be offered a self-help strategy of its own. 
There will be on-site consultations from the state 
department, providing a dirth of information. The 
Department of Commerce is available for con¬ 
solation and holds an annual conference each spring 
in cooperation with the California Preservation 
Foundation. 

As soon as the project manager is chosen — during 
January — the program in Sierra Madre will begin.

Parents 
must be assured that any 
outside entity located 
on the schoolgrounds, 
with ready access to 
their children, is required 
to operate under the 
same laws as does the 
school, itself,” Mount- 
joy stated. 

Mountjoy’s AB 1911, 
which requires health 
clinics located on school- 
grounds to operate under 
the State’s Education 
Code, also says that 
school districts which 
allow health clinics to 
locate on schoolgrounds 
are held responsible for 
the operation of that 
clinic, including liability 
for any injuries incurred. 

According to Mount- 
joy, ‘‘This responsibility 
will provide additional 
motivation to the school 
district to be especially 
careful as to the quality 
and type of organization 
permitted to operate on 
schoolgrounds.”
